SUCCESS CERTAIN, 
DECLARES GREEN 


Physical Demands of 
Modern Industry Said 
to Favor Shorter Work 
Week for Employees. 


Detroit, October 3.—(4)—The five- 
day week for all workers came to the 
fore as a definite goal of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor program to- 
day in the final meeting of the exeen- 
tive council of the federation, prelimi- 
nary to the forty-sixth annual con- 
vention which opens tomorrow morn- 
ing.” 

President William Green and his 
cabinet, composed of international of- 
ficers of affiliated unions, agreed upon 
the five-day, forty-hour, week as 
the cardinal point in the advance- 
ment program of organized labor and 
determined to recommend the policy 
to all affiliated organizations, as a 
basis of negotiation for contract re- 
newals, and employers. 

Called “Inevitable.” 

“The 40-hour week is inevitable in 

American labor,’’ Mr. Green said in 


‘a public statement after the meeting, 


“for the simple reason that it is eco- 
nomically sound and profitable. It is 
profitable for the worker, and for the — 
employer, and has been tremendously 
successful in the numerous crafts in 


which it is already partially effective. 
High pressure production and the 


physical demands of modern industry 
are such that only with the shorter 
day can we attain notable progress 
in mechanical production. In the 
printing crafts, garment trades and 
building trades, where- the five-day 
week is effective in some sections of 
the country, the results have increased

4 With Old, Worn Out Vessels 


_ Wartime Merchant Fleets 
' Are Being Utilized in 
_ . Making New Autos and 
_ Tractors. 


Detroit, October 3.—(P)—A 1926 


_#¥ersiou of the business of turning 


swords into plowshares was disclosed 


today by the Henry Ford interests 
there tn explaining how the nucieus 
of the wartime merchant marine fieet 
rapidly is being fed into the Ferd in- 
dustry. Waertime ships are literally 
being transformed into automobiles, 
tractors and implements for use in the 
organization’s various enterprises, 

crew of 500 men, working at 
especially designed dismantling docks 
erected by this gigantie industrial con- 
cern, which taboos waste, every other 
day wreck one of the 199 stcel ships 
which the Ford interests purchased 
of the 800 originally built as the 
Vinited States shipping board’s mer- 
chant fleet. Thirty-five already have 
heen dismantled, and, as the process is 
_ completed, another crew of 200 men 
move the parts to alloted places, where 
they meet a variety of needs. 

Steel and metals are used to make 
automobile parts. Heavy hooms and 
&pars zo to the lumber mills to be- 
come wheels and automobile bodies. 


packing purposes. Piping faucets and 
plumbing fixtures are stored away for 
some future need. Stacks and air 
nipes are installed in various plants.

Generate Power. 

The ships engines are sent to drive 
saw mills and generate power in the 
plants while one of them was sent to 
a Ford factory in France. Search.

A place for every part and parcel 
of these one-time occan-going vessels 
is found some place in the Ford or- 
ganization. 

The wrecking piant at Fordson is a 
mile-long wharf constructed along the 
bank of a river which. runs through 
the company’s grounds. After the te- 
dious process of towing the ships 
from some seaboard port, where they 
rested before they were designed for 
junk, is accomplished, the boat is 
towed into position No. 1, where 
portable cranes operating from three 


sets of railroad tracks take off stacks. |

position No. 2, where further deck 
material is taken off, and so pro- 
gresses until if reaches position No.

Gain Problematical. 


Whether the Ford organization will 
realize a financial gain on the project 
is still problematical, but representa- 
tives of the company in an inter- 
view with The Associated Press point- 
ed out that the venture was under- 
taken more in the nature of an ex- 
periment than with the idea of realiz- 
ing financial gain. | : 

The greatest gain, however.which 
will be derived, they said, will be the 
development of a shipbuilding and dis- 
mantling organization which will be 
able to care for needs of Ford freight 
shipping service, which it was indi- 
cated may be extended. 

The ‘men engaged in the -vork are 
receiving a working knowledge of 
shipbuilding and dismantling which 
probably could be equalled in no other 


manner. and when their present work 
is completed they will be put to work 
maintaining the Ford fleets now oper- 
ating on the Great Lakes and Atlantic 
ocean. It was not indicated whether 
the company plans eventually to build 
its own ships. 

These ships, which range in tonnage 
from 3,200 to 5,500 tons each, were 
beught by the company for scrap at 
$4.57 a ton. .The cost of towing them 
to the dismantling wharf increased the 
cost to $8 a ton, while the estimated 
dismantling cost of $5 a ton makes 
a cost of $123 a ton. The average 
market price for scrap is $11 a ton. 

The company’s problem. in order to 
at least break even on the invest- 
ment is to realize the difference be 
tween the cost of the merchant ves- 
sels and the price for which scrap 
iron eould be purchased, by putting 
to practical use every article taken 
from the dismantled ships. 

It is an axiom of the Ford indus- 
try, officials said, that nothing ever 


wears out. The manner in which} 


the yovernment merchant marine, 
thought to be worthless for purposes 
other than scrapping, is being put to 
practical use, is pointed to es bearing 
out Henry Ford’s belief in that axiom.

October 3,—Ministers 
were warned against over-eating and 
spiking their work in an address to- 
day by Bishop W. O. Shepard, of 
Portland, Ore., who is presid’:g here 
at the Rock River conference. 

Bishop Shepard spoke to the class 
of young men entering the conference. 
Ten were received on trial. They 
must serve for two years before be- 
coming full members. 

Six were recsieved as full members. 
All signed pledges to wholly abstain 
from the use of tobacco and promised 
to give their entire time to the work 
of the ministry.

“A High School Boy.” 

I could not help thinking, as I 
read this school boy's letter, of the 
quotation, “Out of the mouths of babes 
much wisdom.” While this boy is not 
a babe, he is, after all, as we say, 
“only a school boy.” If we teachers 
would listen more to “only” school 
boys and school girls! I recall one 
time asking a group of teachers what 
they taught. The first one replied, 
“T teach English.” The next proudly, 
“I teach algebra.” The next, “I 
teach history.””’ Then the fourth one, 
with a peculiar flicker around her 
mouth, looked up and said, “‘Well, sir, 
I teach children.” 

God bless her, she was the only 
teacher in the bunch. 

This school boy has suggested some- 
thing that the schools have taken up: 
Wide-awake teachers read this column, 
they clip it from the paper, put it on 
the bulletin board, sometimes they 
write me for two dozen, 50 or 100 
copies of my leaflets on “Life Suc- 
cess,” “The Boy Sitting on the Fence,” 
“Cooperation Between School and 
Home,” “School Lunches,” ete., ete. 

Annually I visit hundreds of school 
rooms. I visit them when the school 
is closed and when it is open. It 
never bothers me a bit to go through 
a school after the pupils and teachers 
have gone home. I can judge it just 
as well, and sometimes better, when 
they are gone as when they are pres- 
ent. I ean tel] the teacher by look- 


the present day probjems, and is not 
filled with clippings and leaves tourn 
out of books, I am disgusted. ‘That 
teacher is not teaching children, she 
is teaching civics. 

If I got into a so-called “art class” 
and it is not artistically decorated and 
has nothing indicating art in sculp- 
ture or painting, or has no exhibit of 
fine art taken from magazine covers 
and posters, I realize that the teach- 
er is an art teacher with emphasis on 
“art” and not on “boys and girls.” 

There is not a subject taught in 
the schools that is worthy of being 
taught as a subject only. Everything 
in school should be taught around 
children. It’s children we are teach- 
ing, not subjects. 

What's the use of teaching Englisb 
as English, or history as history, or 
civics as civics, unless it enters into 
the hearts, minds and souls of youth? 

Our boys and girls are not fools; 
they are not bits of machinery; they 
are not automatons; their minds and 
bodies are not like department stores 
of little compartments, each one to be 
stocked with subjects which are stored 
away and which some day are to be 
pulled out and passed out. 

The boy is right. More teachers 
know more of beetles and mushrooms 
than the souls of their pupils. And 
more know about the law of expan- 
sin of gasses than of the expansion 
of the human mind and intellect. 

I will bet that 50 per cent of the 
teachers who read this article will 
turn their. noses at it. I will dare any 
boy ov girl reader of this column to 
clip it and put it on the school bulle- 
tin board.

Need of Georgia Farmers

Marietta, Ga., September 26. 

“Editor Constitution: I have been 
interested in your editorials relative 
to Georgia farmers and Georgia farm- 
ing conditions, as elicited by commu- 
nications to your most valuable paper. 
The individual farmer himself is, per- 
haps, the best judge of farming condi- 
tions, while he may necessarily be 
narrowed somewhat by his immediate 
environment. But why bring good, 
thrifty farmers into our state from a 
distance unless we can show “prosper- 
ity’ among the goud, thrifty people 
who are here already? Are these peo- 
ple from other states superior to our 
own in intelligence, industry, thrift, 
economy—or are they wanted just be- 
cause they will bring in a little extra 
money to be expended in the losing 
game of farming in uur state? 

“Why, we have lost way up toward 
a hundred thousand farmers in Geor- 
gia within the past decade! And 
this is because farming has been an 
unprofitable business in Georgia. 
There is a national farm problem and 
it mst be solved for our whole coun- 
try. It cannot be solved by shifting 
prosperous, thrifty farmers from one 
section to another. The Georgia farm 
problem cannot be solved by itself. 
It must come with the solution of the 
problem for the whole country. . Con- 
ditions may be bettered somewhat for 
smaller areas but these are necessari- 
ly only temporary and local. 

“What farmers need is not to make 
bigger crops but to get better values

Washington, October 3.—(/)—Flor- 
ida officials no longer believe that 
their state can take care of its hurri- 
cane sufferers without outside aid, in 
the opinion of James L. Fieser, vice 
chairman of the American Red Cross, 
who returned to headquarters today 
after spending two weeks in the storm- 


swept area. 

He attributed to local pride the 
early dissemination of statements 
‘that southern Florida was not so bad 
off as people had been led to‘ believe, 
and thought a different view was now 
being taken by those in charge of the 
state’s affairs. 

People Confused. 

Declaring the differences stirred up 
by conflicting statements as to Flor- 
ida’s needs had confused the people 
over the country as to Red Cross aid 
required, for the first time in the or- 
ganization’s history, Mr. Fieser said 
the “eyes of the Red Cross” were now 
on the eighteen thousand families left 
homeless by the storm. Emergency re- 
quirements have been met, he asserted, 
and the society is now turning to the 
work of rehabilitation. 

The Red Cross, he declared, is now 
ready to make funds available for the 
stricken area “go as far as they can.” 
If more money was available, however, 
he said, “‘we could do a better job.” 

He thought it would ge useless to 
try to renew interest in the drive for 
funds. The $5,000,000 set as the goal, 
$3,025.000 of which has been sub- 
scribed, he added, would have “gone 
over if the brakes had not been put 
on.” 

No Friction Observed. 

Mr. Feiser said he had observed no 
friction in relief work in Florida, but, 
on the contrary, everyone “had their 
sleeves rolled up and were cooperating 
in a fine spirit.” 

After telephone conversation today 
between the vice chairman and Mavor 
Bright. of Richmond, Va., the mayor 
decided to release for payment the 
$10,000 check raised by the city of 
Riehmond for the Florida victims, Mr. 
Feiser announced. Delivery of the 
check had been held up pending an 
investigation said by the mayor to be 
necessary to learn who was right, the 
boosters or the relief workers.
